THE EVERLASTING DAM.

THE CALUMET AFFAIR IN THE ILLINOES LEG-
ISLATURE—WHAT THEY ARE GOING TO DO
ABOUT IT,

A specisl to the St, Louis Republican from
Springfield, Illinols, says: The joimt com-
mittee on canals and riverg held a meeting
last night, one of the objects of which was to
devise some scheme for the removal of the
dem at Blue island, in the Calumet river.
The commissioners of the Illinois and Michi-
gan canal were present and assisted by in-
formation. Thisa dam has been {p use since
1848. It is situated about two miles trom

the Indiana line, and as the oountr{::on
the Calumet is low and flat, the water keg
by the dam has overflowed about 225 square
miles of Indiana land. The dam was built
to divert the Calumet from the lake, and
throwing it toward the [linois river
for the purpose of feeding the canal. But
it has not been of use, of course, for several
years, while its injurious effects have re-
mained the same. Indiana has patiently
submitted to the overflow and loss which it
oecasions, and has contented herself with
annually petitioning our legislature for re-
lief, Illinois is disposed to remove the dam,
but she has an op tion to overcome. The
land on which it is situated belongs to par-
ties who operate a mill by water power af-
forded by the overflow of the dam. 'This
wa'er power was leased to the original own-
ers for the nominal sum of §1 per year, the
lease running 15 years. The present owners
purchased the lease in faith, paying
therefor quite a liberal sum, If the ogtruc-
tion be removed, their power is gone anmd
their mill useless, Beveral atiempts have
been made by the state to steal a march
on the mill owners and pull down the
dam, but an injunction has in each instance
saved it, although four feet have been re-
moved from the top. Ths mill-owners are
willing to compromise, but ask & larger sum
than is thought reasonable, and with two
or three cases in the eourts, the matter now
stands, The committes considered 'several
schemes and finally adopted a resolution re-
questing the governor to advise tha ecanal
eommissioners Lo ornn negotialtions with
the owners of the mill, leara the smallest
amount for which they will withdraw their
claim, and report the same to the committee
atan early day. The removal ofthe dam can
probably be acoomplished for about five
thousand dollars, and as its existence is se-
riously injorious to health and property in
Indiana, Illinois owes it to the State, which
has suffered patieutly for so many years, to
Immediate relief,
